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PREFACE 


Tue dictionary is the most archaic of our school texts today. Upon it the 
hand of convention lies stronger and more cramping than upon any other of the 
books that make claim upon the pupil’s attention. Traces of its origin in the 
medieval encyclopedia still cling to it. Where a geography, a reader, an arith- 
metic is a book made for him —a young person with certain limitations and 
points of view of his own — the dictionary put into his hands is too often merely 
the big dictionary cut down. Father’s trousers or mother’s dress may be roughly 
reduced to the proportions of youthful limbs, but never with complete satis- 
faction to the wearer. Throughout the present work the needs of pupils in 
the grammar grades and the junior high school have been constantly kept in 
mind. 

Scope. The vocabulary includes all the words which such pupils are likely 
to encounter, and affords a means of increasing their vocabularies to the point 
attained by well educated people. It has been carefully checked with reference 
to E. L. Thorndike’s Teacher’s Word Book. 

Educational plan. The words are arranged in related groups, as custom, 
customary, customer, custom-house, etc. This principle of arrangement can be 
made of the greatest use in increasing the pupil’s vocabulary, as well as in 
bringing out the family relations of words and the functions of the various 
formatives. In the hands of a skilful teacher this relationship can be made 
the basis for as much instruction in etymology as the pupil is capable of receiving. 
It should be understood that for this purpose the book should be studied, not 
merely read. 

As a further aid to this study, words of like form but of different origins and 
meanings are separated, as, for example, light (1) that which shines and light (2) 
not heavy. Finally, in the definitions the “root” or literal meaning, wherever 
pertinent, is given first. ' 

Freedom from conventional restrictions. For the sake of securing the maximum 
of helpfulness, mere technical consistency has occasionally been disregarded. 
It is evident that in a language like English, with its complicated history, its 
many unrelated sources, and its constant additions, consistency is impossible ; 
to attempt such a thing is to assume a useless handicap. For example, while 
it is the plan to list the words in groups in alphabetical order, this plan is dis- 
regarded when it seems desirable, in order to place an adverb directly after 
the adjective or verb from which it is derived, or for the sake of keeping 
together the most closely related words, etc. In no case is a group so large as to 
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embarrass the pupil in his search for a particular word, and many cross references 
still further facilitate the finding of a word that is not in its strict alphabetical place. 

Where the meaning of a word can readily be deduced from the related words 
in a group, no definition is given. This frees the pupil from the necessity of 
reading text that offers no additional help. Repetitions of definitions with 
such slight variations as are involved often between an adjective and an adverb 
are space-wasting and confusing. ‘ 

Method of presentation. This dictionary, in its method of presentation, definitely 
recognizes the pupil’s attitude and mental processes. The pupil turns to the 
dictionary with a special purpose, to secure information about some particular 
word — a word, moreover, that has already come to him in a definite context. 
He may wish one of three sorts of information: 

(a) To learn what a word means — i. e., to identify it in the context through 
which it has come to him. 

(b) To learn how to spell it. 

(c) To learn how to pronounce it or, much more frequently, to learn simply 
which syllable to stress. 

This dictionary aims to meet these three needs. 

(a) The definitions aim at simplicity and brevity. The primary effort is to 
enable the pupil to identify the word in its context; what a thing is used for, 
how it behaves, how it affects one — these things are the points that are stressed. 
The pupil is not endeavoring to learn how to make the thing for which the word 
stands; to him it is the context that is alive. The dictionary is merely an aid — 
a key to the unlocking and enriching of the text of other books. It is not an 
encyclopedia endeavoring to compress all knowledge between its covers. 

The presentation of the related words in groups often serves to “tie up” an 
entirely new word with some sister-word that is thoroughly familiar. 

In addition to the literal definitions, when a word is used frequently in a 
figurative sense the figurative meaning is given also. No one who has ever 
observed a pupil patiently endeavoring to apply a literal definition to a figurative 
use can question the value of this assistance. 

(b) The spelling adopted may be described as conservative. It represents a 
style which the pupil should at least know, whatever simplification he may 
choose gradually to introduce into his own practice. It is also of the type which 
he will most often encounter in his reading. When more than one spelling is 
in common use both are included. 

Amid what has aptly been called the prevailing chaos, the use of the hyphen 
presents problems which no man is wise enough to settle with perfect consis- 
tency. The practice of the present work is on the whole conservative. In a 
tew clear cases where words are commonly written both with and without 
hyphens, as today and to-day, both forms are given. 

(c) In indicating the pronunciation of words this dictionary aims to be as 
simple as possible. Phonetic notation is at best imperfect; only the simplest 
kind (and to that extent the most imperfect) can be used by the pupil. 
What is more, the pupil usually approaches the word with a fairly accurate idea 
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of its pronunciation, or at most a question in his mind as to which of two pro- 
nunciations is correct. He will continue to use the vowel modifications to which 
he is accustomed, with a sublime disregard of the finer shades of sound which 
an elaborate system of phonetic notation endeavors to impose upon him. Con- 
sequently, many such marks prove a hindrance rather than a help. In this 
book they have been reduced to a minimum. 

Some, however, have been retained. It is assumed that the pupil has been 
taught to classify vowels as “long” and “short,” however remote this may 
be from a strictly phonetic analysis. Consequently, in the headwords only two 
diacritical marks are used: the — to indicate that the sound is approximately 
the “long” sound and the ~ to indicate the “short” sound. (In addition, for 
the letter a, the -- is employed in a few places.) 

In order to avoid so far as possible the use of these marks, a few basic rules 
are assumed, for it is recognized that the pupil of an age to use a dictionary 
already knows how to pronounce many of the simplest words and has uncon- 
sciously built up his own scheme for deducing the pronunciation from the spell- 
ing. Of these principles, already more or less consciously observed by the pupil, 
the following have been adopted; he should know and accept them when this 
book is being used. 

1. A stressed vowel, not followed by a consonant in the same syllable, is 
“lon wee 

2. A stressed vowel, followed by a consonant and silent e, is “long,” but this 
tule does not hold good with reference to a final syllable like ive or ite, which 
ordinarily contains a short vowel. 

3. A stressed vowel, followed by one or more consonants in the same syllable, 
is short. 

Where these rules are not readily applied, the word is marked. But, as stated 
above, strict consistency is always subordinated to simplicity and helpfulness. 

Where further help to pronunciation is necessary, separate phonetic notation 
is given. In such notations a finer differentiation of vowel sounds is feasible, 
as indicated by the Key to Pronunciation, on page x; but even here the marks 
are purposely kept few and simple. Where the phonetic notation is given, no 
marks are used in the headword, so that it may present to the pupil the same 
“picture” that it presents in his ordinary reading. 

The main stress indication is given for all words of more than one syllable o 
but only the main one. This is adequate for young pupils and avoids con- 
fusion. As with the diacritical markings, the stress symbol (’) is omitted when- 
ever it is given in connection with the phonetic notation. 

Typography. A Scuoot DicTionary OF THE ENGLISH LANGUAGE seeks to 
present to the pupil a page that is attractive. The type in the body of the 
book can be read with ease by pupils in grammar grades and the junior high 
school. The headwords are printed in blackface, thus enabling the eye 
to pick them out with a minimum of effort. The alignment between the 
headword and the definition that follows greatly contributes to ease of reading. 
The absence of elaborate marking generally gives to the headwords the same 
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appearance that they present in ordinary text, thus materially strengthening 
the pupil’s visual memory of the words. The illustrations are designed not only 
to present pictures attractive in themselves but also to clarify the definitions 
by exhibiting characteristic activities which are not always readily to be inferred 


from purely verbal description.
